FARM HORSES CHEAP. 


_—_ Oo 


A considerable area of winter wheat has 
been sown in Ireland this season. In some 
courities it would seem that the area under 
winter wheat has been increased, owing to 
the unsatisfactory price received for oats and 
the favouring weather conditions for putting 
in the crop. 

oe the past month good headway was 
made with the ploughing of stubbles, the 
completion of potato digging, changing of 
potato pits, clearing stalke off potato fields 

lling and carting of turnips, repairing of 
ences, clearing of drains, and, in the 
Northern counties, the threshing of oats. The 
soil was in good working condition through- 
out, and as a result the country is now looking 
well for the time of year, 

According to a report from the Department 
of Lands and Agriculture, pastures during the 
past month maintained a good covering, and 
the abundance of grass énabled stock to be 
kept out for two or three weeks later than 
usual, and also rendered possible a saying of 
fodder for later use. Mangels and turnips, 
especially the former, are under the 
average in yield. Supplies of on f 
and . straw, though smaller than usual, 
are of excellent quality, and should be quite 
adequate for the winter months. In several 
counties cOnsiderable quantities of oats and 
barley have been retained for feeding pur- 
208e8. Hence little disposition was shown to 
uy outside feeding stuffs. 

THE POTATO YIELD. 

Very little grain was placed on the market, 
and the quantity sold was limitéd. Potato 
yields were reported to be héavy. The tubers 
are of excellent quality, free from disease, and 
keeping well in the pits. Prices at markets 
ruled low. and only small quantities were on 
offer. Prices for old Champions ranged from 
Ss. 6d. to 4s. and occasionally 5s, 3d. per 
cwt, Iu County Wexford prices for potatoes 
in bulk at the farm were around £2 10s. per 
ton. In Tireconaill shipping potatoes could 
not be sold at higher than be to £2 5s. per 
ton. In some of the Western counties retail 
prices were as low as 34d. to 44d. per storie. 

Yields of flax generally were good, and 
prices ranged from 88. to 13s. per stone, the 
lowest level being reached in Cavan and 
Monaghan. 

The turnip erop turned out better than 
ae be expected. Yields generally are 
below average, but on some farms they are 
stated to be the best for yéars. Any few lots 
offered for sale rangéd from 185. to 20s. per 
ton. 

' Catch erops are promising and show every 
sign of affording timely cuttings in early 
spring. 

Trade in cattle was quiet and prices showed 
a downward tendency. 

} MILK SUPPLIES. 

Milk supplies to creameries showed a de- 
crease Owing to the weather conditions and 
the small number of cows remaining in milk. 
The prices paid to suppliers by creameries 
(separated milk being returned) were 74d. to 
Sid. pér gallon in ana, 7d. to 9d. in 
Munster, 6}d. to 7id. in Ulster, and 7d. to 
6d. per gallon in Connacht. 

Average supplies of sheep were on offer at 
fairs, but trade ruled slow. The chief run of 
prices for fat sheep was from £4 to £4 10s. 
and occasionally £5 each. Wool prices showed 
a slight rise, and advanced from ls. 3d. to 
ls. 43d. per Ib. in Counties Westmeath and 
Galway. 

Pork values gave way at the beginning of 
the month, but recovered towards the end. 

Heavy. horses were hard to sell, and in 
County Cavan were as low as £12 to $15 
each. In County Kildare strong-bodied horses 
brought from to £25, and light horses 
from £15 to £20 each. In the Midland 
counties young horses likely to make hunters 
were in keen demand, and were bought up at 
£40 to £50 each. In South Tipperary faire 
horses suitable for troopers sold well at prices 
varying from £40 to ££0 each. In County 
Monaghan untrained two to three-year-olds 
suitable for ploughing sold at from £8 to £12, 
and from four to five years old at from £18 
to £22 each. 


ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
CATTLE IN 1925. 


———— 


GROWING DEMAND IN 
IRELAND. 


The Aberdeen-Angus year counts from the 
first of December, writes a Special Corréspon- 
dent. The ‘“‘new year” was, therefore, a 
very happy time, for the Fat Stock Show 
Carnival was then in full swing,and the victories 
that fell to the breed were quite phenomenal. 
These sucoerses formed a fitting introduction 
to the spring sale season, while the weekly 
markets afforded striking proof of the 
dominance by the Aberdeen-Angus and its 
crosses of the higher range of commercial 
values. To this fact may be trated the revo- 
lution which has taken place in breed prefer- 
ence in such a ''store ' cattle-raising country 
as Ireland. 

A few years ago the Aberdeen-Angus was 
only a very secondary force in cattle~circles 
here, and in striking contrast to the present- 
us? situation, which yielded an average for 
bulls of the breed at the Dublin sale of 
£74 13s., or more than double the average 
made by shorthorns. That in itself is an 
arresting fact: it is all the more so when. it is 
recalled that the top price was 200 guineas. 
It indicates the pósition which the breed 
holds in the estimation of the farmer who 
raises ‘‘stores’’ for the British market, 
Right yo the year this demand was ex- 
perienced, Irish breeders being heavy pur- 
chasers at several of the sales Shield in Scot- 
land, while both at the sale held in connection 
with the Royal Dublin Spring Show—where 
orices ranged up to 140 guineas—and at the 

ublin autumn sale—where prices ranged up 
to 105 guineas—ample evidence was given of 
aga demand for females bred in Irish 

erds. 

The demand for Aberdeen-Angus bulls for 
crossing purposes was also in evidence at the 
sales in Scotland and in England. With a 
top price of £735 at Perth, it is remarkable 
that at the sales during the spring months 
no fewer than 1,591 bulls should have been 
sold at public auction at an average of 
£51 19s., or at least £10 per head better than 
the next best breed. 

A comparison of market averages over a 
fairly long period gives an advantage of 
around 9s. per cwt. live weight to Aberdeen- 
Angus Crosses over other sorts, 

aking everything into account, Perth, 
though displaced by Dublin jn point of 
neral average, remains the leading sale of 
the re. and the average there oí 8s. 5d, 
fa if bulls revealed very healthy conditious, 
in/leed. 
The selling of the Palermo champion bulls— 
exclusive of the grand champion, which was 
retained by his owner—at an average of £820, 
and of Mr. Sidey’s exported bulls at an 
average of £420, wére pleasant indications of 
the growing favour being shown for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in Argentina. 
The autumn es were characterised by 
ood, steady demand, with the buying for 
freland an outstanding and promising feature. 
It was at the Aberdeen joint sale in October 
that the top price of the year for females was 
made—300 guineas given by Colonel Loder, 
Co, Kildare, for a, yearling heifer from the 
herd of Mr. J. E. Kerr, of Harviestoun. At 
Perth in spring the top price for females was 
£241 10s. The Dublin Spring Sale also saw a 
200-guinea standard, and at the sale there in 
autumn the bright conditions which favoured 
the breed earlier in the year were seen to be 
still in evidence. As a matter of fact, the 
Dublin joint sale was one of the most sabis- 
factory during the autumn. No fewer than 
744 animals at various sales in Scotland, 
England and Ireland averaged just under £40.

A Ouarter of a Century. 


When the bells ring out the Old Year 
to-night, the first quarter of the new 
eentury will expire. Twenty-five years 
ago Queen Victoria sat upon the Imperial 
Throne, but within less than a month 
that most memiorable of monarchs since 
Elizabeth was to pass away, and the 
Victorian Era was to close. In those far- 
off days, surrounded by friends of whom 
few now remain, most of us watched the 
| dawning of the century with expectation 
‘of many changes, but little we dreamed of 
the changes which actually were to ensue. 
The very aspect of earth and sky then 
was different from now. The motor car 
hardly was known, and travelling, apart 
from the railways, was much what it had 
been for immemorial generations. The 
horse still was man’s chief friend. Dress 


| was what we now would consider dowdy. 


Luxury was. little known, and rigorous 
‘habits of early-rising and hard-working 
were almost universal. Holidays were 


few and far between. In South Africa 


a war had just broken out which was to 
have wide reactions.  England’s navies 
still were mightier than those of 
the world | beside, and she followed 
a path ‘of “ splendid isolation.”

One young 
prophet, however, was ‘gaining a hearing— 
a story-teller and rough popular poet from 
the far outposts .of Empire. Alone, 
Rudyard Kipling spoke for the coming 
age, preaching a Spartan doctrine of | 
preparation and endeavour, At the 
Jubilee of the great Queen, when London 
‘had reverberated with boasts as at a 
Roman triumph, those solemn lines had 
been uttered which* were the true comment 
on the close of a great chapter of British 
history—‘ Lest we forget.” 

When peace came in South Africa, Eng- 
land and the. world entered upon a period 
of lazy peace and speedily multiplying 
wealth. Material inventions increased. 
The air was conquered and the skies 
speckled with flying craft. The telephone 
linked up all places of business, and 
wireless telegraphy linked ships at sea 
with land. Political and social revolutions, 
peacefully carried out, ended feudalism, 
with its faults and its merits; the great 
houses began rapidly to decay, and a new 
type of leader—paid, professional politi- 
cians—became the rulers of the land. Art 
and literature grew base as they lost the 
aristocratic note; but a revival of the 
drama, with the substitution of a vivid 
criticism of life for the gaudy Victorian 
stage-spectacle, manifested the persistent 
virility of the race. An order of things 
remote from the Victorian in its material 
opulence, its scientific achievement, its 
democratic outlook, and its religious laxity 
had come into being within thirteen years 
of the great Queen's death, whem the most 
terrific cataclysm that ever rent humanity 
since history was written rushed down 
upon the world from the blue skies of 
July, 1914. The war which wrapped the 
globe in flame seemed for awhile to 
threaten civilisation with extinction, and 
there is none among us whose life has not 
been seared by its bereavements and the 
breaking up of old, happy associations. 
Hardly yet can we judge what will be the 
outcome of that conflict. Crowns have 
been tumbled—four vast empires have 
been overthrown—and the coloured races 
have risen to challenge the leadership of 
the white. Social revolution has followed, 
and the economic foundations of our 
society have been strained. Meanwhile, 
the march of man’s conquest of nature 
has advanced beyond all expectation. To- 
day our children play with forces which 
would seem miraculous even in the last 
days of Victoria, and in the nurseries 
they may listen to a song that is sung in 
a distant land. Amid so much that is 
unsettled and even alarming there are 
rays of a new light of hope. In our own 
little country ancient feuds are ending. 
In the larger world groups which in 1901 
another with hostility 
are seeking Within a 
quarter of a century the world has 
lived, as it were, thousands of years; and 
we dimly apprehend that all this is but 
an overture to stupendous growth, as if 
the spirit of man were entering on an un- 
charted heritage.

False Fire. 


Mr. Gandhi made an appearance at 
the Indian National Congress, which has 
just concluded its sittings at Cawnpore, 
but it is clear that Gandhiism is no longer 
a factor of any importance in Hindu 
politics. If the Swarajists still find some 
of his plirases good political catch-cries, 
they are determined to apply them along 
lines that have nothing. in common with 
the idealistic aspirations of their author. 
This is the eternal tragedy of the idealist 
who seeks to mould ordinary human clay 
‘nearer to the heart’s desire,” and finds 
to his dismay that his raw material 
possesses a will of its own. A short ex- 
perience convinced Mr. Gandhi that the 
Indian masses had not yet developed the 
qualities that would enable them to 
conduct a campaign of “‘civil dis- 
obedience,” as he termed it, without doing 
graver injury to themselves than to the 
authorities against whom their efforts 
were directed. Unfortunately, in India, 
as in every country where revolutionary 
movements exist, there are politicians 
who, if civil disobedience can be organised 
on a formidable scale, regard as a trifle 
too small to be taken into their calcula- 
tions the possibility that their method 
may bring in its train moral losses that 
outweigh any conceivable political gains. 
This section has now imposed its will on 
the. Indian National. Congress. Its 
members adopted by a large majority a 
resolution to the effect that, if the Indian 
Government remains obdurate after re- 
ceiving the ultimatum of the Swaraj 
Party in the Legislative Assembly, all 
legislators should resign and prepare the 
country for civil disobedience. Reminders 
by experienced politicians that the 
Swarajists had failed to make yood their 
pledges in the past, and did not possess 
the means of enforcing them in the future, 
were angrily shouted down, though one 
suspects that not a few of those who 
clamoured for no compromise recognised 
the force of Pundit Malaviya’s argument 
that, while Moslems, Zemindars and other 
parties hold aloof, the Swarajist creed is 
not likely to become effective in practice.

To the mass of the people 
nationalism is a concept wholly alien to 
the traditions that have shaped, and still 
shape, their outlook on life, They learn 
guickly enough to use Nationalist phrases, 
and can make rhetorical play with them 
that might move the envy oí some 
Western political spell-binders; but 
almost invariably it is discovered that 
these doctrines are interpreted in action 
in a fashion impossible to reconcile with 
principles as they appear to the Euro- 
pean mind. A former admirer of the 
Swarajists bluntly tells them that the 
new threat to prepare the way for civil 
disobedience is an attempt to frighten the 
Government with false fire. Mr, Gandhi 
found that this false fire was too 
dangerous for him to meddle with, and 
his successors, who lack his mystical in- 
fluence, should they venture where the 
Mahatma feared to tread, will be lucky 
if they escape with nothing worse than 
scorched fingers.

The Northern Motor Taxes. 


The new duties on commercial motor 
vehicles in Northern Ireland will come 
into operation to-morrow. They are very 
severe in regard both to the heavier class 
of motor lorry and to the char-á-bane, and 
the whole motor trade of the Six Counties 
is up in arms against them. The new 
taxes are from 30 to 300 per cent. ir 
excess of those which have been in opera- 
tion up to the present. A lorry over five 
tons, for instance, on which a tax of £30 
was paid previously, will be assessed now 
at £100, while the tax of £70 on a char-a- 
bane will be increased to £128. The 
Northern Government has decided on this 
change chiefly in consequence of repre- 
sentations which were made by the 
farmers and various local authorities, It 
was pointed out that heavy motor traffic 
damaged the roads out of all proportion 
to the sums which their owners were 
contributing towards road maintenance, 
and the Goyernment was pressed to 
increase its taxes. Apparently, however, 
it has gone too far. We have much 
sympathy with the farmers, but they 
ought to realise, as the Southern farmers 
realise, that their interests are involved 
inextricably with the interests of motor 
transport. “ Efficient transport services, 
says the Jrish Farmer in its current issue, 
“are an absolute essential . . . to 
progress in farming.’’ Without the motor 
lorry, running in connection with the rail- 
way, efficient transport is impossible; 
and, if the Northern farmers banish it 
from their roads through exorbitant taxa- 
tion, they themselves will be to blame if 
services suffer. The Northern Govern- 
ment, as a result of strong protests by 
the motor trade, has promised to 1e- 
consider its new scale of taxes, and it 1s 
to be hoped that something will be done 
to save a struggling, though extremely 
promising, industry from a severe blow. 
The growth of motor transport in the Six 
Counties during the last few years has 
been one of the most encouraging features 
of the country’s economic development, 
and it would be a great pity if anything 
should be done now to interfere with its 
progress. 


Rubber Prices. 


The recent advance in rubber prices has 
created a great fuss in the United States. 
Once again the British Empire is the 
villain of the piece. British capital, in 
one way or another, happens to control 
most of the raw rubber of the world, and 
the fact that prices have risen so much 
during the last few months is being 
attributed to a Macchiavellian plot on the 
part of the British people to escape pay- 
ment of their legitimate debts. America 
imports crude rubber at the rate of about 
73,000,000 pounds per month. This year 
her imports exceed those of 1924 by 
125,000,000 pounds, and it is reckoned 
that, if the present prices of rubber are 
maintained, Britain will gain £140,000,000 
per annum in excess profits. One amateur 
economist afnounces blandly that Britain 
proposes within the next six years to 
collect six billion dollars from the United 
States, and thus to cancel her entire 
obligation to the Washington Treasury. 
It is difficult to understand how this kind 
of propaganda can gain credence, even in 
America; but already there is talk of 
organised “ reprisals.’ Senator Hennessey 
has introduced a Bill in the Massachusetts 
Senate calling for a list of British in- 
surance companies doing business in the 
State and the amount of premiums that 
has been paid during the last five years, 
“in order to enable the people of the 
Commonwealth to take such action as 
they may deem effective by way of 
reprisal against Great Britain.” The 
trouble about the Americans is that they 
want. things both ways. They can raise 
prohibitive tari walls -against British 
manufactures as they choose ; but as soon 
as they begin to be hoist with their own 
petard there is an immediate outcry. 
There is nothing unfair in the increase 
in rubber prices, from which, incidentally, 
Britons are suffering as much as Ameri- 
cans; but, even if the movement were 
directed against the United States—and, 
of course, it is nothing of the sort— 
Britain could: say with perfect truth, 
‘vous avez voulu, Georges Dandin.”’

It is 
understood. that Mr. Baldwin intends to 
make an appeal to both parties in the 
mining industry to get together before the 
opening of Parliament, with the idea of 
seeing what can be done to meet the situa- 
tion when the coal subsidy comes to an 
end. i

Corgmunist Propaganda. 


The revelations made this morning as 
to the machinations of the Communists 
in the Army were rather alarming, but I 
understand that the Army Council does 
not attach exaggerated importance to the 
efforts made by unknown parties to seduce 
men from their loyalty. The frank 
statement made by Sir Herbert Creedy’s 
letter is generally ‘commended to-day, and 
it will do much to clear the air. The 
leaflet to which greatest exception was 
taken deals with birth control, and is of 
a most specious character. The document 
directs attention to the so-called disparity 
in the pay of officers and men, attacks the 
honour of the mn agp as a whole, and 
proifers the soldier unwholesome advice. 


Economy. 


The economy sweep continues in Govern- 
ment departments, and two hundred 
women temporary clerks are to finish at 
the Ministry of Pensions at Acton to- 
morrow. During the course of the war 
there were one hundred and fifty thousand 
temporary clerks employed by the Govern- 
ment, but the number has now declined 
to between three and four thousand. 
Efforts are being made to secure jobs for 
the women leaving to-morrow by trans- 
ferring them to other departments, but 
there is really little hope, even though 
the Financial Secretary to the Treasury 
has promised to do his best for them. A 
number of the women have husbands dis- 
abled in the war, and it is claimed that 
they should receive special consideration. 


Government Contracts. 


In the course of the next financial year 
it is probable that there may be a con- 
siderable change with revard to Govern- 
ment contracts, for there are many which 
are not made on a strictly competitive 
basis, and it is felt at the Treasury that 
the taxpayers can be best protected hy keen 
competition. In the Air Force compara- 
tively few of the contracts are competitive, 
but this will be put right. Cost account- 
ing is to be considerably extended, in the 
hope that further. economies may be 
effected. Economy in every department 
will be the keynote next year, and to-day 
it is announced that Mr. Churchill has 
been successful in securing a further re- 
duction of two million pounds in the esti- 
mates already submitted to him. 


The Prince's Report. 


It will be remembered that the Prince 
of Wales was to have paid a State visit 
to the City of Londen on the day when 
Queen Alexandra passed away, to receive 
congratulations on his return from his 
South African tour; but in the sad cir- 
cumstances the visit had to be postponed. 
The Lord Mayor and the Corporation have 
now repeated their invitation to & 
luncheon in the Guildhall, and it 1s ex- 
pected that the Prince will fix a day 
shortly for the ceremony. 


Ireland's Rivals. 


Advices from Canada show that there is 
an increase of sixty million dollars in the 
value of the Canadian dairying industry 
over the previous year, the amount being 
estimated at three hundred’ million dollars. 
There are no fewer than 1,427 cheese 
factories, 1234 creameries and 378 come 
bined cheese factories and creameries, The 
butter production for 1925 will net be less 
than two hundred and five million pounds, 
while the cheese production will be nearly 
as much. Canada is taking a more ime 
portant place every year in the world 
markets, with its dairy products and 
proper control, and the nse of grading 
systems is doing much to enhance its 
dairying prestige. A somewhat similar 
story came from New Zealand a few weeks 
ago, and it seems that agricultural rivals 
of Ireland are becoming strong. Ireland, 
given fair play, however, can still bold 
the British market. 


Shipbuilding Peace. 


The ballot to be taken on the setting 
up of conciliation machinery for the ship- 
buildin®. industry is expected to show & 
large majority in favour of the proposal. 
In this event the shipbuilding trade, which 
has so often been adversely affected by 
Labour disputes, will enjoy an atmosphere 
of industrial stability absent for many 
years. Fortunately, this brighter prospect 
comes at a time when the depression of 
the past few years shows signs of passing 
away. Efforts are being made by certain 
bodies, not concerned in the conciliation 
scheme, to wieck the proposal on thé 
ground that they were not represented at 
the conferences, but, as they were invi 
to take part and refused to attend, theit 
case is too weak for consideration.

previous figures. 

The question now arises: How is the num- 
ber of unemployed men in a district to be 
calculated? The only figures at the disposal 
of the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
are those derived from the books of the 
Labour Exchanges. But are these figures 
reliable in so far as being a true indication 
of the amount of unemployment in the 
country? I venture to state that they.are 
not. and shall endeavotir, as briefly as pos- 
sible, to prove my assertion. ~ ; 

The tightening of the national purse-strings 
has had a marked effect .upon the’ Labour 
Exchanges, with the result that the unem- 
ployed as a body do not now get the liberal 
treatment they received in pre-Treaty days. 
Under the ofa regulations an unemployed 
person might reasonably expect to receive as 
much as six months’ continuous benefit, with 

ssible generous extensions to follow. I 
believe that I am correct in stating that, 
under the existing regulations, unemployment 
benefit does not exceed one day’s payment for 
each stamp on the card ]>dged by the ap- 
plicant, and no further payments are made 
when this benefit is exhausted. Without 
stopping to consider the merits or demerits 
of. the dole, one must conclude that the net 
result of thesé altered conditions is that the 
majority of the unemployed, haying nothing 
to gain, do not go to the Exchanges to sign 
up. The names on the Exchange books, 
therefore, represent a portion only of the 
unemployed in the district, consisting of 
those who either are in receipt of benefit or 
expect to get it.

THE MEATH HOUNDS.
